To  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  Health  Committee- 


Mr.  Chairman  and  G-entlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  the  report  for  the 
year  1949,  a year  during  which  further  progress  has  been  made  in 
the  Public  Health  field. 

This  report  differs  from  that  of  1948,  in  that  all 
references  to  the  health  services  operated  by  the  Nest  Riding 
County  Council  in  the  district  have  been  removed  from  the  main 
report  and  included  as  an  appendix.  These  services  are  operated 
on  a divisional  basis  and  as  No.  1 Division  comprises  the  Urban 
Districts  of  Earby,  Silsden,  Barnoldswick  and  Skipton,  and  the 
Rural  District  of  Skipton,  it  is  difficult  to  break  down  the 
details  and  at  the  same  time  make  an  adequate  commentary  on  this 
work.  It  was  therefore  considered  that  a comprehensive 

divisional  report  would  be  more  informative  and  valuable, 
although  a close  liaison  is  maintained  in  the  day  to  day  work  of 
the  Local  Authority  and  the  Local  Health  authority. 

The  report  shows  that  the  health  of  the  district  was 
generally  satisfactory,  and  that  the  only  prevalent  disease  was 
scarlet  fever  of  a mild  type. 

I should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the 
Chairman  and  Members,  the  Clerk  and  other  Officials,  and  the 
Staff  of  the  Department  for  their  kindness  and  courteous 
assistance  throughout  the  year.

NOTES  ON  VITAL  STATISTICS 


BIRTHS 

The  birth  rate  of  18.1  shows  a considerable  increase  >. 
on  the  low  figure  of  13.1  recorded  in  1948,  and  conpares  favour- 
ably with  the  figure  of  16.7  for  England  and  Wales  as  a whole. 

In  1946  and  1947  the  rates  were  21.1  and  22.9  respectively. 

DEATHS  . „ n _ 

The  death  rate  was  12.3  compared  with  11.7  for  .angland 

and  Wales , and  12.9  in  1948. 

The  causes  of  death  in  order  of  numerical  importance 

were : - 

(i)  Heart  diseases. 

(ii)  Cancer. 

( iii ) Diseases  of  the  respiratory  system. 

(iv)  Intracranial  vascular  lesions.

SECTION  B - GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 
FOR  THE  AREA 


1 . General . 

The  home  nursing,  midwifery,  health  visiting,  ambulance, 
mental  health  and  home  help  services  are  provided  by  the  County 
Council  and  dealt  with  in  the  Appendix.  Reference  will  also  be 
found  there  to  clinic  arrangements,  vaccination  and  immunisation, 
the  prevention  of  illness  and  the  welfare  services  provided  under 
the  National  Assistance  Act. 

2 . Laboratory  Services. 

The  laboratories  at  Wakefield  and  Bradford  now  operated 
by  the  Medical  Research  Council,  have  given  excellent  service; 
and  the  advice  and  assistance  given  by  their  Directors  has  been 
greatly  appreciated. 

3 . Venereal  Diseases. 

Notification  of  these  diseases  is  not  made  to  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  but  the  County  Venereologist  has-been 
able  to  provide  certain  figures.  During  the  year  the  number  of 
cases  attending  special  treatment  centres  was  eleven,  but  in  only 
one  case  was  the  diagnosis  confirmed. 

Facilities  for  diagnosis  and  treatment  are  available  at 
the  Burnley  and  Keighley  hospitals',  and  certain  medical 
practitioners  in  the  district  provide  a modified  service.  ihe 

County  Council  provides  a social  worker  to  follow  up  cases  and 
contacts  when  required. 

4.  Blind  Persons . 

There  are  ten  blind  persons  registered  in  the  district*. 
Supervision  is  given  by  the  Blind  Persons  teacher  employed  by  the 
County  Council,  and  specialist  examinations  are  carried  out 
periodically  by  an  ophthalmologist. 

5 . Hospital  Services . 

There  has  been  little  alteration  in  the  general 
arrangements  since  the  hospitals  were  taken  over  by  the  Regional 
Hospital  Board  on  the  5th  July,  1948,  and  the  majority  of  cases 
still  go  to  Burnley,  Bradford  and  Leeds.  This  necessitates 
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journeys  ol  some  considerable  distance  for  both  patients  and 

relatives,  and  the  development  of  a hospital  centre  based  on  the 

GS  alruady  existing  at  Skipton  would  be  a great  advantage 
for  all  concerned.  & 

6.  Tuberculosis. 


There  we re  two  notifications  of  pulmonary  and  one  of 
non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  during  the  year,  two  males  and  one 
female.  There  were  no  deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis, 

giving  a death  rate  of  nil  compared  with  0.45  for  England  and* 
Wales . 


Although  the  conduct  of  tuberculosis  dispensaries  and 
chest  clinics,  and  the  treatment  of  patients  is  now  the 
responsibility  of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board,  tuberculosis  is 
still  essentially  a public  health 
disease  and  as  much,  if  not  more, 
health  problem  as  it  is  a medical 
co-ordination  of  the  tuberculosis 

achieved , and  a close  liaison  maintained  by  consultations  with 
the  chest  physician  and  the  health  visitor  appointed  by  the 
County  Council  to  assist  him.  In  addition,  action  has  been 

taken  wherever  possible  to  help  the  tuberculosis  patient  with 
housing  difficulties,  and  to  provide  extra  milk  and  other 
ancillary  benefits.

The  shortage  of  sanatorium  beds  persists  and  waiting 
lists  are  longer.  This  means  that  many  patients  are  in  a 

community  spreading  infection , olhers  are  passing  from  curable  to  the 
incurable  stage.  Truly  a most  serious  and  regrettable 
situati on . 

Two  important  developments  which  occured  in  this 
country  during  the  year  are  worthy  of  note.  The  first  being  the 
introduction  of  B.C.G.  vaccine  from  Denmark  for  use  in  raising 
the  immunity  of  individuals  who  are  especially  susceptible  or 
exposed  to  the  risks  of  infection. 

The  second  is  the  Food  and  Drugs  (Milk  and  Dairies)  net, 
1944  which  came  into  operation  in  October,  and  should  go  far 
towards  abolishing  the  deaths , invalidism  and  crippling  which  have 
in  the  past,  resulted  from  infection  with  the  bovine  tuberculosis 
germ. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

Reference  to  the  accompanying  table  shows  that  scarlet 
fever  was  the  only  disease  which  was  prevalent  during  the  year. 
The  majority  of  the  cases  occured  in  November  and  December,  but 
other  cases  occured  sporadically  through  the  winter  and  spring. 

There  was  a total  of:  3b  cases  compared  with  23  in  the 
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previous  year  - 

As  las  to  be  expected,  there  were  only  21  cases  of 
measles  after  the  214  in  1948. 

Fortunately  only  one  case  of  poliomyelitis  occured.  The 
illness  was  not  severe  and  complete  recovery  ensued. 


HOT IF I CATION  OF,  AND  DFATHS  FROM  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 
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With  the  increasing  use  of  canteens,  cafes  and  hotels 
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this  is  a matter  which  requires  close  attention,  for  the 
population  at  risk  depends  on  the  size  of  the  catering  establish- 
ment and  one  infected  article  of . £pod  may  give  rise  to  many  cases 
of  food  poisoning.  The  shop  assistant  or  cook  of  to-day  has 
therefore  a very  great  responsibility,  and  must  exercise 
scrupulous  personal  hygiene  if  such  outbreaks  are  to  be  prevented. 
Food  which  is  eaten  without  further  cooking,  such  as  cheese, 
butter  and  meat  pics  are  obvious  dangers.  But  ice  cream,  cream 
fillings  in  cakes,  trifles  and  a wide  variety  of  cooked  meats  are 
no  less  dangerous,  particularly  as  they  may  be  stored  under 
unsatisfactory  conditions  and  consumed  at  variable  lengths  of 
time  after  preparation  during  which  the  germs  have  been 
multiplying. 

Although  no  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified 
during  the  year,  there  are  no  grounds  for  complacency,  as  certain 
mild  attacks  may  not  have  been  reported. 

A NOTE  ON  THE  SCHOOL  HEALTH  SERVICE 

The  latest  report  of  the  Chief  Medical  Officer  of  the 
Ministry  of  Education  contains  the  following  paragraph.  "However 
comprehensive  may  be  the  provision  of  health  services  for  adults, 
it  will  always  be  true  to  say  that  the  national  health  standard  of 
national  physique  are  dependent  to  a large  extent  upon  the  health 
and  physical  condition  of  the  children.  It  is  clear  that  the 
years  of  school  life  present  their  own  problems,  and  however 
complete  the  health  services  for  the  adult  population  may  be,  it 
will  still  require  to  be  supplemented  by  a school  health  service 
to  deal  with  their  special  problems". 

Experience  in  this  Division  of  the  West  Riding  shows 
that  despite  the  introduction  of  the  National  Health  Servioe,  the 
need  for  a school  health  service  is  in  no  way  diminished.  Routine 
inspections  have  therefore  been  maintained,  and  continue  to 
produce  a variety  of  defects  requiring  treatment  or  observations 
which  might  otherwise  have  been  neglected.  Handicapped  pupils  & 
’special  cases’  continue  to  receive  supervision  from  doctors  and 
school  nurses,  some  of  the  more  severely  handicapped  being 
admitted  to  boarding  schools  with  special  educational  facilities. 

The  specialist  clinics  for  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  cases, 
Orthopaedic  conditions,  Eye  defects,  Child  Guidance  and  Speech 
Therapy  have  been  continued  along  with  the  school  clincs  at 
Skipton  and  Barnoldswick*  and  a close  liaison  maintained  at  all 
times  with  the  teachers,  the  family  medical  practitioners,  chest 
physician,  or  other  specialist  concerned.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING  & SALVAGE 


No  change  in  the  methods  of  collection  and  disposal 
was  made  during  the  year.  The  house  refuse  is  collected  once 
fortnightly  and  for  this  purpose  a motor  vehicle  is  used  but  it 
is  unable  to  negotiate  some  of  the  back  streets.  A horse 
drawn  cart  is  therefore  employed  and  also  empties  the  few  ashpits 
every  4 to  6 weeks. 

The  refuse  tip  is  situated  off  Stoney  Bank  Load,  This 
tip,  which  was  originally  an  old  quarry  site,  is  now  gradually 
filling  up.  The  refuse  is  consolidating  and  the  surface  area 

presents  a satisfactory  appearance.  There  is  a fair  amount  of 

tipping  space  still  available  but  it  will  be  necessary  in  the 
near  future  to  seek  fresh  tipping  sites. 

During  December  the  Council  considered  a report  dealing 
with  the  refuse  collection  service,  its  future  commitments,  and 
suggestions  for  the  establishment  of  a separate  department  as 
distinct  from  the  present  arrangements.  The  report  is  still 

under  consideration. 


Outscavenging  duties  in  the  Kelbrook  area,  which  are 
carried  out  by  contract,  have  been  satisfactorily  attended  to 
during  the  year. 
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Salvage 

The  salvage  of  mixed  waste  paper  has  always  been  the 
most  important  source  of  revenue  as  far  as  salvage  is  concerned. 
During  the  year,  however,  the  maximum  controlled  price  for  this 
commodity,  which  was  £6-7-6d  per  ton,  fell  rapidly  and  prices 
offered  ranged  from  E3-10-0d  to  £3-15-0d  per  ton. 

At  the  same  time  the  Board  of  Trade  cancelled  previous 
war  time  directions  made  under  Defence  Regulation  54B,  and  also 
revoked  the  Salvage  of  Waste  Materials  Orders  (Nos  2 &.3)  which 
made  salvage  a compulsory  obligation  on  local  authorities. 

Owing  to  the  fall  in  price  it  was  found  uneconomical _ to 
salvage  waste  paper  from  households  and  on  the  1st  October,  this 
service  was  suspended  and  later  in  the  year  the  Council  decided 
to  suspend  salvage  of  waste  paper  from  trade  premises.  There 

does  not  seem  to  be  any  indication  of  early  improvement  in  the 
prices  of  mixed  waste  paper  and  many  local  authorities  have,  by 
force  of  circumstances,  suspended  their  salvage  activities.

In  common  with  other  local  authorities,  the  Council 
acting  on  instructions  from  the  Ministry  of  Health,  conducted  a 
review  of  the  housing  waiting  list  and  the  results  were  conveyed 
to  the  Minister  during  March. 

During  the  year  the  Housing  and  Town  Planning  Committee 
reconsidered  the  Council’s  ’’points”  scheme  and  eventually  decided 
to  introduce  a new  scheme  on  the  lines  recommended  by  the  Minister 
of  Health's  Circular  31/49  and  the  report  as  presented  by  the 
Housing  Management  Sub -Committee  of  the  Central  Housing  Advisory 
Committee .

MILK  AND  DAIRIES 

121  visits  were  made  to  farms  and  dairies  and  premises 
were  generally  found  to  be  satisfactory. 
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As  predicted  in  the  Annual  Report  for  1948,  the  number 
of  producers  of  Tuberculin  Tested  milk  increased  and  further 
inquiries  were  received  from  several  farmers  regarding  various 
points  relating  to  T.T.  production 

Alterations  and  improvements  have  been  made  to  several 
farms  during  the  year  particularly  those  who  were  eventuallv 
granted  T.T.  licences. 

The  year  saw  a vast  change  in  the  administration 
relating  to  milk.  New  legislation  came  into  operation  on  the 

1st  October  and  this  materially  altered  the  position,  and  the 
following  Acts  and  Regulations  became  operative. 

1.  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Act,  1949. 

2.  Food  & Drugs  (Milk  & Dairies)  Act,  1944. 

3.  Milk  (Special  Designation) (Raw  Milk)  Regulations,  1949. 

4.  Milk  (Special  Designation ) (Pasteurised  and  Sterilised 

Milk)  Regulations,  1949. 

5.  Milk  £c  Dairies  Regulations,  1949. 

The  changes  thus  brought  about  are  far  too  numerous  and 
complex  to  go  into  detail  in  this  report,  but  briefly  the  major 
changes  are  as  follows. 

(a)  The  responsibility  regarding  the  production  of  milk  at 
dairy  farms  now  rests  with  the  Ministry  Of  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries  and  local  authorities  have  lost  to  a major  degree  their 
functions  in  this  matter. 

(b)  Certain  public  Health  duties  are  still  the  responsibility 
of  local  authorities,  including  the  registration  and  control  of 
distributors  (other  than  dairy  farmers)  and  control  of  notifiable 
di seases  etc  , . 

(c)  Producers  licences  relating  to  designated  milk  are  now 

granted  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries.  Dealers 

and  other  licences  are  granted  by  Food  and  Drugs  authorities  and 
local  authorities.  A similar  arrangement  is  made  in  respect  of 
pasteurised  and  sterilised  milk  licences. 

Accordingly,  this  authority,  acting  on  instructions, 
sent  all  previous  details  and  information  contained  in  the  Milk 
Register  to  the  appropriate  department  of  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries. 

Three  Ministries  (Ministry  of  Health,  Ministry  of  Food 
and  the  Ministry  of  agriculture  and  Fisheries)  have  now  divided 
responsibilities  in  relation  to  the  supply,  control,  treatment 
and  processing  of  milk. 

The  new  administration  is  in  too  early  a stage  to 


comment  on,  and  its  performance  cannot  yet  be  estimated.  Local 
authorities,  although  reduced  of  much  responsibility,  still  have 
certain  commitments  and  will  have  to  work  in  co-operation  with 
the  Ministries  concerned.

The  drainage  area 
covers  ^06  acres  and  is  owned  by  the  Council.  The  total  capacity 
of  the  reservoirs  is  7,564,569  gallons. 

Bacteriological  examinations  were  made  of  the  raw  water 
and  also  of  the  water  after  treatment  and  going  into  supply. 

7 Chemical  and  38  Bacteriological  samples  were  taken  and  the 
results  are  shown  on  the  following  pages. 

Except  for  two  instances  when  contamination  of  the 
gathering  ^lounds  occured,  the  water  supply  has  been  satisfactory 
in  quality.  The  cases  referred  to  concerned  contamination  by 

cattle  in  one  instance  and  in  the  second  instance  due  to  manure 
and  an  outbreak  of  fire  which  occured  over  a considerable  area  of 
the  gathering  grounds  at  Earby  during  the  spell  of  hot  weather  in 
J uly . 


Both  supplies  are  subjected  to  chlorination.  During 
the  later  part  of  the  year,  owing  to  a breakdown  in  the 
chlorinating  plant  at  Kelbrook  it  was  necessary  to  perform  daily 
manual  chlorination  for  a time.

RODENT  CONTROL 

The  Department  is  responsible  for  the  administration  of 
the  Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act,  1919  and  the  applicable 
provisions  of  the  Infestation  Order  1943. 

102  visits  were  made  during  the  year  in  order  to  deal 
with  complaints  received.  No  heavy  infestations  were 

encountered  but  regular  and  systematic  treatments  were  carried 
out  at  the  Council’s  refuse  tip,  sewage  works  and  Depot.  Minor 
infestations  at  individual  properties  were  also  dealt  with. 

Sewer  treatment. 

During  April  a test  was  carried  out  on  10$  of  the 
manholes  on  the  Council’s  sewerage  system.  33  manholes  were 

baited  and  revisited  48  hours  later.  The  results  revealed  that 
with  the  exception  of  one  manhole  in  Grove  Street,  where  a 
partial  take  was  recorded,  the  system  was  free  from  rat 
infestation.  The  section  of  the  sewer  concerned  was  subjected 

to  treatment. 

During  October  it  was  found  necessary  to  bait  and  treat 
the  manholes  in  the  sewerage  system  in  the  Albion  Road,  Victoria 
Road  and  Skipton  Road  area. 

The  total  number  of  inspections  in  regard  to  the 
baiting  and  treatment  of  sewers  was  93. 

New  legislation 

In  July  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Bill  received 
the  Royal  assent  and  will  come  into  operation  on  the  31st  March 
1950.  The  Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act, 1919  will  then  be 

repealed  and  the  law  relating  to  rats  and  mice  brought  upto  date. 
It  is  noted  that  the  duties  of  a local  authority  under  this  Act 
will  be:- 

(a)  to  carry  out  inspections  from  time  to  time. 

(b)  to  destroy  rats  and  mice  on  land  of  which  they  are  the 

occupiers  and  otherwise  to  keep  such  land,  so  far  as 
is  practicable,  free  from  rats  and  mice. 

(c)  to  enforce  the  duties  of  owners  and  occupiers  of  land 

as  prescribed  under  the  provisions  of  the  Act. 

(d)  to  keep  such  records  and  make  such  reports  relating  to 


their  functions,  as  may  be  required  by  any 
directions  given  by  the  Minister  of  Agriculture 
and  Fisheries.

Despite  a certain  amount  of  building,  housing  is  still 
a great  problem  and  many  people  are  living  in  very  overcrowded 
and  unsatisfactory  conditions.  The  ill  effects  which  result, 
both  physical  and  psychological,  are  profound  and  far  rescuing. 
This  is  particularly  unfortunate  when  there  is  full  employment 
available  for  men  and  women,  and  when  they  are  in  a position  to 
increase  their  standard  of  living  by  the  purchase  of  food, 
clothing  and  furniture.

The  Division  has  been  fortunate  in  having  a fairly  full 
complement  of  staff  throughout  the  year,  due  partly  no  doubt  to 
it’s  attractive  surroundings.  Monthly  staff  conferences  have 
again  been  held  during  the  year,  and  have  done  much  to  stimulate 
enthusiasm,  retain  interest,  and  increase  co-operation  in  our 
work.  Although  the  health  and  medical  services  are  today  the 
concern  of  many  individuals,  agencies  and  authorities, 
co-operation  must  be  the  keynote  if  the  community  is  to  derive 
the  maximum  benefit  from  these  services.  It  is  therefore  our 
aim  to  offer  all  possible  assistance  to  patients,  general 
practitioners,  and  the  hospitals,  find  considerable  progress  has 
been  made  in  this  direction  during  the  year. 

Although  the  district  sanitary  inspectors  fire  not 
employed  by  the  County  Council,  existing  arrangements  permit  a 
most  satisfactory  integration  of  the  health  services  provided  by 
the  Local  Authorities  and  by  the  County  Council.

Under  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  the  County 
Council  (as  the  local  health  authority)  is  responsible  for  the 
provision,  equipment  and  maintainance  of  health  centres,  and  the 
provision  of  staff  other  than  medical  practitioners,  throughout 
the  country  generally  very  little  action  has  been  taken  to 
implement  this  responsibility;  nor  is  it  likely  to  be  until  our^ 
economic  position  improves.  Although  all  our  clinics  are  held  in 
buildings  quite  unsuited  for  the  purpose,  it  is  therefore  likely 
to  be  some  considerable  time  before  we  possess  even  one  modern 
clinic.  Lack  of  space  and  poor  clinic  facilities  greatly 
increase  the  work  of  the  staff  and  reduce  the  value  of  the  . 
clinics.  But  despite  this  the  attendances  have  increased  m 
most  cases  and  more  valuable  work  has  been  done. 


The  divisional  health  office  premises  are  also  far  from 
satisfactory,  and  the  acquisition  of  a building  which  could  also 
be  used  as  a central  clinic  would  provide  a solution  to  many 
existing  difficulties.

( i ) Nurseries  and  Child  Minders  Regulation  Act  1948. 

The  supervision  of  nurseries  and  homes  where  daily 
minders  received  children  for  reward,  is  now  the  responsibility 
of  the  local  health  authority.  Although  a certain  amount  of 
daily  minding  is  carried  out  in  the  Division,  no  registrations 
have  been  accepted  as  the  number  of  children  cared  for  has  never 
reached  the  statutory  permitted  number  which  makes  registration 
compulsory. 

( j ) Care  of  Unmarried  Mothers  and  their  children. 

The  County  Medical  Officer  makes  arrangements  for 
admission  to  hospital,  or  hostel  care  in  Homes  administered  by 
voluntary  bodies,  when  required.  Patients  in  their  own  homes 
have  the  services  of  the  midwives  and  health  visitors. 

For  additional  assistance  in  this  important  work  we 
are  especially  indebted  to  Miss  Fielding,  The  Organising 
Secretary  of  the  Bradford  Diocesan  Moral  Uelfare  Council. 
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5 . Midwifery  Services. 

Although  it  is  desirable  to  separate  home  nursing  from 
midwifery  where  circumstances  permit,  it  is  difficult  in  rural 
areas . To  do  so  would  greatly  increase  the  mileage  co\'.--*.ed  by 
the  staff  and  perhaps  be  to  the  patient’s  detriment- 

Four  whole  time  midwives  are  therefore  employed,  and 
eight  combine  midwifery  with  home  nursing.  Where  a doctor 
attends  the  confinement  the  midwife  acts  as  maternity  nurse- 

Progress  has  been  made  in  training  midwives  in  ihe  use 
of  gas  and  air  analgesia  and  it  is  likely  that  all  the  midwives 
will  be  trained  and  equiped  with  apparatus  by  early  1950.

7 . Home  Nursing. 

It  is  the  County  Council's  duty  to  make  provision  in 
it’s  area  for  securing  the  attendance  of  nurses  on  persons  who 
require  nursing  in  their  own  homes.  This  has  been  done  by  taking 
over  the  work  of  voluntary  nursing  associations  and  organising 
a full  time  service  of  nurses  and  nurse/midwives,  with  a staff 
which  has  proved  adequate  to  meet  all  demands  in  the  Division. 

The  majority  of  nurses  have  cars,  either  their  own  or 
provided  by  the  County  Council.  All  are  comfortably  housed  in 
either  their  own  homes  or  houses  provided  by  the  County  Council. 
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Relief  is  provided  for  off  duty  and  holidays, 
working  conditions  are  therefore  good  and  they  are  in  a 
to  give  an  efficient  service.

9 , Ambulance  Service , 

During  the  year  the  ambulance  service  previously 
operated  by  the  Skipton  and  District  Motor  Ambulance  Committee 
was  taken  over  by  the  County  Council  and  a depot  established  at 
Burnside  House,  Eventually  this  will  become  the  main  depot  for 
the  Division. 

Parishes  in  the  southern  part  of  the  Division,  and 
Silsden  Urban  District  are  served  by  the  County  Council’s  depot 
at  Keighley,  with  the  exception  of  Addingham  and  Beamsley  which 


are  served  by  the  Guiseley  depot.  The  remainder  of*  the 
Division  is  covered  by  the  Barnoldswick  and  Earby  Urban  District 
Council’s  ambulances,  and  the  St.  John’s  Ambulance  Brigade 
vehicle  at  Grassington.  These  are  operated  on  an  agency  basis 
for  the  County  Council.  This  service  is  now  free,  and_caL.lt’.  on 
it  have  increased  greatly  during  the  year.  Despite  this,  an 
efficient  service  has  been  maintained. 


10.  Mental  Health. 

The  functions  devolving  upon  the  local  health  authority 
under  existing  legislation  relating  to  mental  treatment  and 
mental  deficiency  are:- 

(a)  The  appointment  of  duly  authorised  officers  to  take 
initial  proceedings  for  removal  to  hospital  of  persons  who  are 
to  be  dealt  with  under  the  Lunacy  and  Mental  Treatment  Acts, 
functions  previously  exercised  by  Relieving  Officers. 

(b)  The  duty  under  the  Mental  Deficiency  Acts  1913  - 1938  uj. 
ascertaining  what  persons  in  the  area  are  defectives, 
providing  suitable  supervision  for  them,  guardianship, 

or  institutional  care.  .and  making  arrangements  for  the 
provision  of  suitable  training  or  occupation  for  defectives 
not  in  institutions. 

(c)  The  duty  to  make  arrangements  for  the  care  and  after  care 
of  persons  suffering  from  mental  illness  or  mental 
defectiveness,  so  far  as  provision  is  not  otherwise  made. 

(d)  The  provision  of  an  ambulance  service  for  the  purpose  o± 
the  mental  health  service.

Although  this  work  is  actually  outside  the  terms  of  their 
appointment,  it  is  a vitally  important  piece  of  social  and 
preventive  medicine  which  we  are  at  present  in  a position  to 
undertake.  * 


These  duties  have  left  very  little  time  for  the 
training  and  teaching  of  def ectivesand  as  yet  there  is  no 
Occupation  Centre  in  the  area  to  undertake  this  work. 

Great  difficulty  has  again  been  experienced  in  securing 
accommodation  for  mental  defectives,  particularly  the  lowest 
grade  types.  This  accommodation  is  provided  by  institutions 
under  the  control  of  the  Regional  Hospital  Boards,  and  they  are 
all  short  of  beds.  However,  vacancies  for  three  of  our  worst 
cases  were  eventually  found  during  the  course  of  the  year.

11.  iiome  Help  Service. 

The  object  of  this  service  is  to  provide  assistance  for 
the  ill,  the  lying  in,  expectant  mothers,  the  mentally  def  ec  ■.•I  me , 
the  aged  and  for  children  of  school  age  usually  when  the  met  rvex 
is  in  hospital. 

By  it’s  provision,  the  effectiveness  of  the  home 
nursing  and  midwifery  services  is  increased  and  the  demand  i-o 
hospital  beds  to  some  extent  reduced.  It  is  not  a free  ser  m ee 
but  the  scale  which  is  operated  for  the  recovery  of  fees  is 
generous . 


The  divisional  allocation  of  home  helps  is  eleven, 
either  whole  time  or  the  equivalent  in  part  time  helps. 

Difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  obtaining  suitable  stafx 
this  is  likely  to  persist  whilst  full  employment  is  available  xn 
more  attractive  occupations  and  trades.

lhere  is  still  a need  for  a limited  number  of  whole- 
time salaried  home  helps , who  could  be  directed  to  homes 
(particularly  those  of  aged  and  semi-invalids)  as  the  occasion 
ai ises  and  do  much  or  little  work  as  circumstances  indicate  . 


Their  employment  would  go  far  towards  easing  the 
burdens  of  such  people,  and  reduce  time  taken  up  by  supervision 
and  administration  under  the  existing  organisation, 

12 . Prevention  of  Illness  and  After  Care, 


Although  local  health  authorities  have  long  had  an 
interest  in  this  sphere,  the  National  Health  Service  Act, 
empowers  them  to  make  arrangements  for  the  purpose  of  the 
prevention  of  illness  and  for  the  care  and  after  care  of  persons 
suffering  from  illness  or  mental  defectiveness.  These  powers 
open  up  a wide  field  of  work  which  will  eventually  be  of  great 
benefit  to  the  community. 

A start  has  been  made  by  the  adoption  of  a scheme  to 
provide  each  nurse  with  sick  room  equipment  for  issue  on  loan  to 
their  patients.  Crutches,  invalid  chairs,  etc.,  may  also  be 
supplied  when  not  provided  through  the  hospital  service.  The 

local  cinemas  have  co-operated  in  the  display  of  information 
relating  to  diphtheria  immunisation  and  accident  prevention. 

Cases  referred  for  after-care  by  Almoners  at  hospitals 
have  been  visited  and  advised  or  treated  as  necessary.  This  work 
will  increase  as  co-ordination  between  the  hospitals  and  Health 
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Servi  ces  improves.  Convalescent  homo  treatment  for  varying 

periods  lias  been  provided  for  eleven  patients  during  the  year  on 
their  doctor’s  recommendation , and  extra  milk  supplied  to  certain 
patients  suffering  from  tuberculosis.

been  given  to,  and  a close  liaison 
maintained  with  the  Chest  Physician,  the  N.S.P.G.C.  inspector  , 
the  Probation  Officer,  the  Area  Welfare  Officer,  the  National 
Assistance  Board,  the  Blind  Persons  Teacher  and  the  Disablement 
Rehabilitation  Officer  where  joint  action  was  indicated. 

The  dissemination  of  information  o n the  prevention  of 
illness  is  regarded  as  the  responsibility  of  all  members  of  the 
staff,  and  leaflets,  posters  and  display  sets  for  clinics  have 
been  provided  to  assist  them  in  this  work.  I regard  this 
personal  approach  as  quite  the  best  means  of  promoting  health 
education,  although  other  methods  will  be  used  when  time  and 
staff  permit. 

15.  N ational  Assistance  Act,  1948  - 1 [elfare  Services . 

Section  47  of  this  Act  provides  that  ’’where  a Medical. 
Officer  of  Health  of  a county  district  certifies  that  a. person  is 
suffering  from  grave  chronic  disease  or. being  aged,  infirm  or 
physically  incapacitated,  is  living  in  insanitary . conditions  and 
is  unable  to  devote  to  himself  and  is  not  receiving . from  other 
persons,  proper  care  and  attention,  the  County  District  Council 
may  apply  to  a Court  of  Summary  Jurisdiction  for  an  order  to 
remove  the  person  to  a suitable  hospital  or  other  place  and  be 
maintained  there”  . Action  under  this  section  has  not  been  taken, 
as  alternative  methods  of  dealing  with  the  few  cases  coming  to 
notice  were  found  practicable  and  preferable. 

Homes  for  Aged  People  are  maintained  by  the  D elf are 
Division  in  this  district  at  The  Shroggs  (Steeton)  and  Farfield 
Hall  (Addingham).  Arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  County 
Ophthalmologist,  dental  officer,  and  nurses  to  attend  these  Homes 
as  required.  Also,  for  the  attendance  of  local  medical 
practitioners . 

Part  Time  home  helps  have  been  provided  for  some  blind 
persons  living  in  their  own  homes.

Area  Officer  of  the  National  Assistance  Board  arranges  for  th< 
admission  to  reception  centres  at  Bradford  or  Burnley  where ^ 
efforts  are  made  to  influence  the  men  to  lead  a more  settled . life. 
Rehabilitation,  rather  than  the  mere  provision  of  accommodation 
is  the  aim. 
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
